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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: One argument applicant proposes is that the office 
has not proven the prior art necessarily discloses the claimed concentrations of halogen or carbon in the interlayer insulating film. 
Yamazaki's '535 reference discloses the required halogen and carbon concentration because a freon gas is practiced in the process. Freon 
comprises fluorine and carbon atoms. Therefore there is both carbon and halogen in the insulating layer. Applicant has not proven the 
Yamazaki insulating film does not possess the claimed concentrations. Likewise Lane discloses an advantageous insulating film containing 
the claimed carbon and halogen concentrations because his process uses organic compounds and halogens. Organic compounds cintain 
carbon and the films necessarily include some carbon. There is no concrete evidence Lane's films do not possess the claimed 
concentratins, and the films are clearly suggested for their superior properties and processing at low temperatures advantageous for thin 
film devices on cheap insulating substrates. Applicant's arguments are not convincing of patentability. 
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
